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ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 

OF THE B.E.A. 

Report of the Twentieth Annual General Meeting of 
the British Esperanto Association, Incd.. held in the Free¬ 
masons' Hall, Hunter Street, Chester, on Saturday, 7 
June, 1294, at 7 p.m.- 

In the Chair : Mr. John Merchant. About 100 Mem¬ 
bers and Fellows were present. The Secretary read the 
list of Group Representatives and called for and read 
proxy forms. 

Minutes. —The Minutes of the previous meeting were 
read, confirmed, and signed by the Chairman. 

Apologies for Absence. Apologies were received 
from various members unable to attend. 

CreetfngS. It was announced that greetings had been 
sent to the Congresses tn Belgium, France, and Ger¬ 
many. On the motion of Mr. Applebaum it was decided 
to send a letter of greeting to Prof. Cart, who was 
seriously unwell 

Annual Report. The Annual Report was considered, 
and questions were asked and answered on various points. 
Mr. Warden took exception to the Association appearing 
as a debtor to the Publications Committee in the Publi¬ 
cations Fund Accounts, and the Council was asked to 
consider the point with the Auditors. On the motion of 
the President, the report was passed with acclamation. 

Annual Statement of Accounts and Balance Sheet. 

The adoption of the Statement of Accounts and Balance 
Sheet was moved by Col. Robinson, seconded by Mr. 
Pratt, and carried unanimously. 

Election Of Hon. President. The President moved 
that Mr. J. M. Warden be elected Hon. President of the 
Association in succession to the late Dr. L. L. Zamenhof, 
and spoke of Mr. Warden’s work for the Association in 
the difficult years during the war and after. The motion 
having been accepted, Mr. Warden expressed his appreci¬ 
ation of the honour conferred upon him. 

Ballot for New Officers and Councillors. The 

Secretary, as Returning Officer, reported the result of 
the ballot as follows : 

President: John Merchant. 

Vice-Presidents : J. J. Boutwood, J.P., W. E. 
Clayton, O.B.E., Prof. W. E. Collinson, M.A., 
PhD 

Hon. Treasurer: Charles A. Fairman. 

Hon. Secretary : Charles H. Edmonds. 

Councillors: (retiring in 1927) Miss Baird, P. 
Blaise, B. E. Long, Col. Robinson. 

Vote of thanks to Mr. Robertson. A hearty vote of 

thanks was passed to Mr. Robertson for the work he had 
done for the Association as Hon. Treasurer. Mr. 
Robertson, in thanking the meeting, said that although 
he had felt compelled to relinquish the office of Hon. 
Treasurer, he would gladly give what help he might be 
able to give in other capacities. 

Auditors. Mr. Harvey moved, Mr. Wadbam seconded, 
and it was unanimously carried that Messrs. H. S. Baker 
and Co. be elected Auditors for the coming year at the 
same fee as for the year ended 31st December, 1923. 

Guarantee Supplementary Fund 1923. It was 

announced that donations to the Guarantee Supplement¬ 
ary Fund had been received making up the total required, 
viz., £242 13 0. The President expressed thanks to all 
the friends who had contributed toward the Fund. 

Guarantee Fund 1924. It was announced that Guar¬ 
antees had been received amounting to /426. In response 
to an appeal by the President this total was raised at the 
meeting to /466. 

Plans for the future. The Hon. Secretary briefly 
reviewed the work done in the preceding year. He 
pointed out that for the future two policies were possible 
—to run the Association as a family gathering in the 
interests of its members, and live at all costs within 
income ; or to raise money from the members for the 


propaganda of Esperanto outside of the membership, 
even though the members themselves—with a smaller 
magazine and in other ways—received less return for 
their subscription 

An expression of opinion being asked for, the opinion 
of the meeting, as expressed by Mr. Sturge and Mr. 
Elliott, and afterwards shown by acclamation, was 
unanimously against the policy of limiting work to antici¬ 
pated normal income, when some definite important work 
needed to be done, even if this work would necessitate an 
appeal for funds for the purpose. 

John Pollen Memerial Fund. It was announced that 

the Council had approved in principle of the founding of 
a John Pollen Memorial Prize Fund, details to be worked 
out by the Literary Committee in accordance with a 
general scheme approved by the Council. 

H.B.M. Memoral Fund. Mr. B. Chatterton (retiring 
by rotation) was re-elected a Trustee of this Fund. 

Mr. Won Kenn. On the motion of Mr. Edmonds, 
seconded by Mrs. Holmes, Mr. Won Kenn was unanim¬ 
ously elected an Honorary Fellow of the Association. 

The Future of the Association. In connection with 
the expiry of the present office lease at the end of 1925, 
a Special Committee was appointed to consider all matters 
that it may deem to have a bearing on the question of 
the future of the Association, and to report to the Annual 
Meeting of 1925 or to an Extraordinary General Meeting 
to be convened for the purpose of receiving the Com¬ 
mittee's Report 

The President (ex-officio) and Messrs. Applebaum, 
Boll, Edmonds, Fairman, Holmes, Long, Page, 
Robertson, and Sturge, were elected to the Committee. 

Konstanta Reprezentantaro. It was reported that 

the Council had decided to pay to the Treasurer of the 
K.R. a membership subscription for 1924 calculated on 
the basis of one-tenth of the U.E.A. subscription for 
Great Britain for each member of the B.E.A. (viz., 1200 
members 6d.=£30). On the motion of Mr. Warden the 
Annual Meeting expressed approval of this action. 

Helsinki Contract. Mr. Edmonds moved, and Mr. 
Wadbam seconded :—“ That the Association approves 
the following alteration of the Contract of Helsinki, 
namely, that Article 4 be altered to read as follows :— 

1 C.K. arranges the Universal Congresses, and entrusts 
the local arrangements to a local organising committee. ’ ” 

It was reported that the Council had passed the follow¬ 
ing resolution on the subject:— 

“The Council accepts in principle, and recommends 
to the Annual Meeting for definite confirmation, the 
proposed alteration of Article 4 of the Contract of 
Helsinki as drawn up at Geneva.” 

Mr. Warden objected that the motion arose from a 
misinterpretation of the definition in the Helsinki Con¬ 
tract of the powers of the K.R., and was entirely outside 
the powers of the B. E. A. He therefore asked the meeting 
to pass on to the next business. 

Mr. Merchant, Mr. Edmonds, and Mr. Wadham 
supported the motion. Mr. Applebaum suggested that 
it be withdrawn for the present, as of too great importance 
to be settled without further consideration. It was 
pointed out, however, that full details had been properly 
circulated. After further discussion a poll was demanded, 
and on this being taken, the motion was carried by 41 
votes to 31. 

Co-operation of B.E.A. and U.E.A. Mr. Edmonds 
moved and Mr. Wadham seconded, in accordance with 
notice given :— 

“ That this Association accepts the principle agreed to 
by K.R. with reference to the collection of subscriptions 
for the U.E.A. by the National Societies, and empowers 
the Council to endeavour to carry it into effect so far as 
the B.E.A. is concerned.” 

The Secretary reported that since this motion was 
placed on the Agenda the Council had considered the 
matter in common with other matters arising out of the 
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Geneva Conference of K.R. and U.E.A., and had passed 
the following resolution : — 

“ The Council accepts in principle the proposal made 
at the meeting in Geneva, by which the B.E.A. would 
have ' national ' and ‘ international ’ members, the 
former paying an annual subscription of 10/- and the latter 
an annual subscription of £l, half of which £\ would be 
sent to Geneva as a subscription for Member-subscriber 
of the U.E.A.” 

Mr. Warden, Mr. Butler, and others, spoke on the 
question of the use by the U.E.A. of names of countries 
which did not conform with the recommendations of the 
Lingva Komitato, and urged that Official Institutions 
should set an example in discipline in these matters. 

Mr. Butler then moved and Mr. Warden seconded, the 
following amendment:— 

“ That the following words be added to the resolution — 
‘provided that the U.E.A. in its official publications 
return to the usage of the Fundamento as regards land- 
names, in conformity with the recommendations of the 
Lingva Komitato.’ ” 

Mr. Edmonds summarised the position with regard to 
the land-names controversy, urging members to appreci¬ 
ate the difficulties of the situation He proposed, and 

Miss C. O. Taylor seconded, as an alternative amendment 

designed to reconcile the conflicting views on the 
subject:— 

“ That the following words be added to the resolution— 
'The Council, however, is instructed to make it a point 
in any negotiations with the U.E.A., that they, in 
conjunction with the B E.A., endeavour to arrange that 
the Lingva Komitato set up a list of names of countries 
permissible under the present ruling of the Lingva 
Komitato, and agree to accept in advance the decisions 
of the Lingva Komitata, whatever they may be. This 
condition may be waived at the discretion of the Council 
if the Lingva Komitato should definitely refuse to set up 
such a list.’” 

On being put to the Meeting this Amendment was 
accepted by a large majority. The original resolution 
was then put with the addition, and was carried. 

Place of next Annual General Meeting-. There being 
no invitation before the meeting, this matter was referred 
to the Council for decision.
